Huge Campaign Launched 
- To Stamp Out The 
Rust Menace In West 


! Winnipeg.—Details of the campaign 
to be undertaken to stamp out the rust

Carried Over Wealth 


Large Proportion of Western Canada 
Wheat Yet to be Marketed 

The Dominion minister of agricul- 
ture says Canada still has 40,000,000 
bushels of wheat in the terminal ele- 
vators at Ft. William, with perhaps as 
much more in storage elsewhere, all 
waiting for the opening of navigation. 

In most seasons it is counted a 
handicap that a large proportion of 
Canada’s ‘wheat has to be carried 
through the winter and marketed in 
the spring following the year in which 
it was grown. This year is empha- 
tically the exception to that rule. The 
wheat is worth more now than when 
it was threshed, allowing for insurance 
and shrinkage and all incidental 
carrying expenses. 

A country that finds ftself with 80,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat left in the 
granaries when spring comes, and 
| with wheat selling for $1.72 cents per 
bushel at Winnipeg, is a country that 
is a long way from being as hard up 
as it might be. ‘That carrying-over 
represents the balance of a crop so 
large that it could not be marketed 
last fall, nor profitably cleared out by 
rail haul during the winter. And it 
represents a tremendous 
money to be loose during the spring 
months as working capital fof the 
coming season's operations.—Edmon- 
ton Bulletin. ;

Canadian agriculture experiences 
its elevations and depressions like any 
other industry, these fluctuations be- 
ing possibly more yiolent and- more 
difficult to anticipate since the state 
of prosperity of Canadian farming is 
largely dependent upon world cond!- 
tions, supply and demand. During 
the years of the Great War, Canadian 
agriculture experienced a period of un- 
parallelled prosperity. In the after- 
math It suffered a severe slump due to 
the depreciation of prices for farm 
; products. Just now the status of Do- 
minion agriculture is distinctly on the 
upgrade again, 

According to the last government 
estimate of the value of fleld crops in 
Canada of the 1924 crop, and taking 
the number of farms as returned at 
the last census, an average total of 
$1,334 went to each farm in the Do- 
minion from this source, or an aver- 
; age of $1,940 In the three prairie prov- 
inces, According to the government’s re. 
turns for the previous year, field crops 
account for only 66 per cent. of the 
gross agricultural wealth, which would 
make the income of the average Cana- 
dian farmer in 1924, $2,020, or that of 
the prairie province farmer $2,930. 
This is a very fair showing in a con: 
sideration that the calculation includes 
;farmers who are merely making a 
commencemcnt as well as those defins 
itely established, and that the farmer’s 
method of living excludes many ex- 
penses incurred by other citizens of 
the country. 

It will be found that despite the 
yarious viclssitudes to which Canadian 
farming is subjected and the many 
‘fluctuations it undergoes, it, at any 
| time, possesses distinct advantages 
; over the same pursult carried on else- 
where. As a new country, of low 
priced lands, high soil fertility, and 
excellent transportation facilities, 
farming {is distinctly advantageous not 
only to the newcomer who has never 
farmed before and is given the oppor- 
tunity of acquiring a farm for the first 
time, but to the established farmer 
who finds his operations limited and 
expansion hampered.

Sheep For. 
Every Farm 


Good Farm Practice Demande Atten- 
tlon to Sheep Industry 


Resolutions advocating that the 
specially low duties granted Great Bri- 
tain be discontinued, and that the re- 
search laboratory of the association, 
the only ona of its kind in Canada, be 
continued, were adopted at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Woollen and 
Knit Goods Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion at Toronto. 

W. A. Dryden, a director of the Can- 
adian Co-operative Wool Growers’ 
Association, speaking at a luncheon, 
said every type of sheep, including 
Merino, could be successfully raised in 
Canada. 

“Sheep should be kept on every 
farm in Canada as part of good farm 
practice,” he said. “They fit into 
mixed farming as do not other farm 
animals,” 

He said that, except for certain 
areas in the west, Canadian sheep 
should be kept for two purposes, wool 
and mutton, and that Eastern Canada 
was a small flock country. 

The reason why there was not a 
flock of sheep on each Canadian farm 
was that farmers did not know enough 
about, or‘learn enough about, keeping 
then. ay

Thousands Arrive Daily at Miner 
Sanctuary in Kingsville 

Population increases for this town 
and vicinity are figured in thousands 
every spring-like day. 

It is an itinerant population, how- 
ever, and includes, at the present time, 
some 10,000 migratory geese on the 
Jack Miner sanctuary, more than 1,000 
Swans on Lake Erie in front of the 
town, and 5,000 canvas back and red 
head ducks.

he arrival of the new (Canadian Pacific coastal steamer 
“Princess Kathleen” at Victoria, B.C., at the end 
of her lengthy trip from the Clyde, Scotland, where she 
was built, was made a public event by the residents 
of that city. Crowds met the ship when she steamed 
into the narbor, and the occasion was marked by a civic 
dinner to Captain J. W. Troup, manager of the Canadian 
Pacific British Columbia oast Service, which was 
attended by two hundred citizens. The Mayor and alder- 
men of the city were present, as well ag representatives of 
the Provincial Government. The gompany was repre- 
sented by Vice-President Grant Hall, J. J. Scully, 
genera! manager eastern lines, and C. H. Temple, chief 
of motive power and equipment, who crossed Canada 
from Montreal to be present, and Charles Murphy, 
general manager western lines, ‘Winnipeg. As a rec ogni~ 
tion of his many years’ effort in contribuling to the 
upbuilding ¢ of Victoria, Captain Troup was prese nte d 
with a massive silver tray suitably engraved. 
c In returning thanks, Captain Troup told the history 
of the company’s coastal steamship service since 1901, 
when he had taken over its management. At that time 
it represented an investment of about $250,000, whereas, 


he said, it now amounted to well over seven million 
dollars, while its expenditures in Victoria for equipment 
and supplies amounted to $43,000 monthly and Victoria's 


share of the monthly pay roll was $65, 000. He told of the
